Action on renting 


A CAMPAIGN to 

highlight the rights 
and responsibilities 
of private tenants 
and landlords in Hackney 
begins this month. 

An estimated 32,000 
households rent privately 
in the borough, a figure 
which has doubled in the 
past decade. 

The Council can help 
both tenants and landlords 
with a range of services. To 
highlight this, posters will 
be displayed on estates and 
streets across Hackney, 
detailing different points of 
law, including: 

Landlords must give 
at least 24 hours’ notice 
before visiting 


It’s important that both 
w % tenants and landlords are 
aware of their rights and 
^responsibilities in law 


The Council can 
investigate unclear lettings 
agents’ fees, including 
deposits 

Landlords must put 
tenants’ deposits into 
a Government-backed 
scheme. 

These posters also 
provide a link to a detailed 
online guide available on 
the Council’s website, 
which can be printed 
off, and there are a small 


number of hard copies 
available from the Private 
Sector Housing service in 
Stoke Newington Town 
Hall and Hackney Service 
Centre. The guide is also 
being highlighted on the 
Council’s Twitter and 
Facebook accounts, which 
together have more than 
14,000 followers. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing, said: “Everyone 


in Hackney deserves

Survey of conditions carried out by the Council

Keep the memory alive 

Communities came together to reflect on the past for Holocaust Memorial 
Day, marking the 70th anniversary of the liberation of Auschwitz-Birkenau 

with a handful of others, 
escaped, but he was too 
ill and badly burned to 
survive. “We never found 
out where he was buried,” 
she said. 

Hannah’s emotional 
account of her remarkable 
story of survival formed the 
climax of a highly-charged 
and moving Holocaust 
Memorial Day ceremony 
in Hackney Town Hall on 
27 January. 

Around 100 members of 
the public, dignitaries, and 
schoolchildren gathered to 
pay their respects to those 
who died at the hands of 
the Nazi regime as well as

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H ALF-crazed with 
hunger’ Hannah 
Brief devoured 
scavenged rotten 
potato peels; they were like 
something ‘from heaven’, 
she said, after surviving for 
so long on grass. 

The painful memory 
of Poland’s Stutthof 
concentration camp is one 
of 73-year-old Holocaust 
survivor Hannah’s earliest. 

At the age of three, 
Hannah, along with her 
mother, elder sister and 
younger brother, were 
rounded up from the 
Hungarian town where 
they lived and imprisoned 


by Nazi ‘two-legged angels 
of death.’ Hannah’s mother 
was made to undertake 
dangerous, ‘back-breaking’ 
tree-felling at the camp 
where more than 80,000 
prisoners of the Nazi regime 
were murdered: worked to 
death, starved, gassed, or left 
to die of illness. 

Incredibly, the trio 
survived not only Stutthof, 
but a further two death 
camps, before finally being 
liberated by the Soviets 
from Theresienstadt 
concentration camp, in 
what is now the Czech 
Republic on 8 May, 1945. 

Theresienstadt was the 


setting of an infamous Nazi 
propaganda film which 
falsely depicted ‘how well’ 
the Jews were being treated 
by their captors and where 
Red Cross inspectors were 
similarly duped. 

Hannah, who has lived 
in Hackney for around 70 
years after being brought 
to England after the Second 
World War by hero Rabbi 
Dr Solomon Schonfeld, 


is among the youngest 
survivors of the Holocaust, 
along with her little brother. 

“After the war, he 
remembers being held 
aloft and being passed 
around from hand to 
hand,” said Hannah, 
who now lives in Stoke 
Newington. Adding: “They 
couldn’t believe a Jewish 
baby had survived. There 
were no Jewish babies.” 


But her father - along 
with six million other Jews 
and many more other 
‘undesirables’ including 
Gypsies, Slavs, black 
people, disabled people, 
gay people and political 
opponents - had not been 
so lucky. 

Having been separated 
from his family in Hungary 
to work as slave labour, 
Hannah’s father, stricken 
with typhoid, had ended up 
with hundreds of others 
in a hospital. Soon after, 
the Nazis torched the 
building, burning alive most 
of the patients. 

Hannah’s father, along 
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The Holocaust was a genocide in which 
some six million Jews were killed by the 
Nazi regime and its collaborators ^

Fact Box: The Holocaust 


• An estimated six million Jewish men, women and children were killed by Nazis and their 
collaborators between 1 933 and 1 945 

• In addition to Jews, the Nazis targeted Gypsies, homosexuals, political opponents and 
disabled people. It is estimated there were five million non-Jewish victims of the genocide 

• German Jews were targeted by a Nazi boycott of their businesses in 1 933 and then, from 
1 935, stripped of their rights by a series of laws 

• From 1 939, Jews were ordered to wear a yellow Star of David on their clothes so that they 
could be easily identified and were increasingly moved by force into ghettos and transported 
to concentration camps 

• The Nazis used the term ‘the Final Solution’ to refer to their plan to murder the Jewish people 

• An estimated 1 .1 million people were killed at Auschwitz-Birkenau, the largest of the German 
concentration camps before it was liberated by Soviet troops in 1 945 

• Of the nine million Jews who had resided in Europe before the Holocaust, approximately two- 
thirds were killed.

Year 13 pupil Luke 
Fisher, of Mossbourne 
Community Academy, 
visited the camp in Poland, 
and told the audience: 

“This had been the scariest, 
worst place in the world. 
Just because [the prisoners] 
had their individualism 
snatched from them, we

People wanted something 
that gave then a bit of real 
glamour and excitement. 
We hope to make the Posh 
Club a permanent fixture 
at St Paul’s. We just need 
the funding, but there is 
plenty of evidence that it 
works extremely well. Our 
guests tell us they feel less 
isolated, happier and more 


part of a community.” 

The next act is just 
warming up: Jess Love, a 
cabaret act, starts spinning 
dozens of hoola hoops at 
once. There is a collective 
gasp from the audience as 
she leaps between hoops. 

“Eve never been to 
anything like this before,” 
says Eva Lucas, 64. Adding: 
“We want to come again.” 

Supported by the Big 
Lottery Lund and Church 
Urban Lund, money is still 
scarce and volunteers are 
key to the club’s success. 

As tea sets are cleared, 
more live acts perform, a 


raffle is done and flutes are 
filled with champagne. 

Nathan Evans, one of the 
many waiters giving their 
time for free, explains why: 
“I just think it’s a lovely 
idea,” he says. Adding: “It’s 
a reciprocal thing. You get 
that warm and fuzzy feeling 
for doing it.”

living donor

W HEN I finally 
decided to go 
for it, one of the 
first people I 

told called me crazy,” says 
Maddy Woods, consultant 
nurse in acute pain and 
medicines management at 
Homerton hospital. Last 
year, she volunteered to 
become a patient instead, 
in order to donate a kidney 
to a complete stranger. 

“They couldn’t 
understand why I would 
do it for someone I didn’t 
know,” says Maddy. 
Adding: “But my answer 
was.. .‘Why not?’ If someone 
in my family needed a 
kidney, my relatives and 
I would all be jumping 
to donate. But there are 
thousands of people on the 
list for a transplant, waiting 
and desperately needing it.” 

In December 2013, 
she began to research the 
procedure. As a nurse she 
knew all the risks, but the 
thought kept returning to 
her until she finally made 
an appointment to see a 
consultant nurse. 

The process that followed 
was, ‘arduous’. Eight 
bottles of blood were taken, 
nephrologists consulted, 
physical MOTs undertaken, 
CT scans, ultrasounds, 
nuclear tests and more 
blood. “But all along, I was 
in the driving seat. I could 
have pulled out at any point. 
I felt completely in control 
and never under pressure,” 
says Maddy. 

Finally, she got the call. 

A recipient had been found 
for her kidney. A date was 
booked for surgery. She 
was asked, again, if she was 
certain that she wanted to 
go through with it. At last, 


on a Friday at 8.20am, she 
was wheeled into theatre. 

“It was strange being on 
the other side of things: a 
patient, not a nurse,” she 
says. “I tried not to let on 
because I didn’t want the 
staff to have that pressure. 
Besides, I wasn’t there as a 
nurse, I was there as Maddy, 
having an operation, and I 
was just so grateful for the 
wonderful care I got.” 

The surgery was long. She 
finally returned to the ward 
at 5.30pm. She says: “The 
next day one of my fellow 
patients said, ‘your husband 
was pacing up and down 
the whole time, he looked 
so worried.’ It was only 
then I realised what I’d put 
him through. But he was 
supportive, I couldn’t have 
done it otherwise.” 

The aftermath was 
painful. She says: “But 
before I went home the 
consultant came to see me. 
He just said, ‘I want you 
to know that the person 
who received your kidney is 
doing really well.’ 

“I was in a lot of pain 
but in that moment I 
could have jumped up and 
danced. Just the thought 
that, at that same moment, 
that man might be lying in 
his bed too, but after years 
of feeling crappy, he might 
suddenly be beginning to 
feel better.” 

She was off work for a 
total of five weeks. “Every 
day, I tried to walk a 
little more. It didn’t go 
completely to plan but I’m 
fine now, and you forget, 
don’t you? At least, you 


forget the bad bits and now 
I remember the good bits,” 
she says. 

For example, there was 
the day she went for a 
follow-up appointment and 
was given a thank you letter 
from the man who had 
received her kidney. 

“I couldn’t open it till I 
got home because I knew 
how emotional it would 
be. He said he was finally 
able to play with his 
grandchildren, because of 
the transplant. As a nurse 
you have good days and 
bad days. But this was 
something else,” she says. 

Now back at Homerton, 
the experience has affected 
the way she does her job. 
She regularly sees patients 
who have had major 
operations. 

Maddy says: “Empathy is 
so important. The NHS gets 
a bashing sometimes, but 
most nurses just really want 
to do their job and help 
people. I tell my staff that 
it’s about treating people 
how you’d want to be 
treated, or how you’d want 
your loved one to be treated. 

“A while back, I bought a 
patient at Homerton an ice 
lolly and a trashy magazine 
because she was having a 
bad day and couldn’t eat 
anything else. It was such a 
small thing, I barely thought 
about it at the time. But she 
wrote me a letter, saying 
that it had meant the world 
to her. Which just goes to 
show, doesn’t it? You do 
what you can for people. 

It could be an ice lolly, 
or a kidney.” 



Kidneys: Fact Box 


• Kidneys filter waste products from the blood and convert them into urine. If the kidneys stop 
working, waste products can build up, become dangerous and even life threatening 

• Unlike many other types of organ donation, people can donate a kidney while alive since we 
only need one kidney to survive. This is known as a living donation 

• Potential kidney donors are very carefully tested to ensure that they are both a suitable 
donor and fit enough to undergo the operation 

• The average waiting time for a deceased donor kidney transplant is three years because the 
demand in the UK for donated kidneys is far higher than the available supply of donors 

• From April 201 2 to April 201 3, around 3,000 kidney transplants were carried out in the UK. 
However, there were still more than 6,000 people on the waiting list 

• Kidney donors from people of non-white ethnic origin are particularly needed because rates 
of kidney disease are especially high in people of South Asian, African and Caribbean origin.

Q: The recycling bins by my flat are always full which 
means people just throw recycling waste on top of the 
bins which makes a mess. What can you do about it? 

A: Estate recycling bins get emptied at least once a week 
and there should be more than enough space for a week’s 
worth of recycling in them. 

When people put cardboard boxes in the bins without 
folding them down, however, the bins fill up very quickly, 
as you can see in this picture. In most places there is not 
enough space for more recycling bins, so it’s important 
that people fold up cardboard before putting it in the bins, 
so everyone can recycle as much as they can.

H ELP the borough 
win funding to 
create a new 
walking and 
cycling route - linking 
soon-to-be-open nature 
reserves in Hackney and 
Walthamstow - by taking 
part in a public vote. 

Exciting plans to 
connect Woodberry and 
Walthamstow wetlands, 
both due to open next year, 
with a safe, green 3km 
corridor that passes through 
parks and quiet roads, have 
been drawn up by both 
Hackney and Walthamstow 
Councils and London 
Wildlife Trust. 

Road space will be given 
over to green space, new 
trees planted, and safety 
improvements made 
to streets, according to 
proposals submitted to the 


Mayor of London’s Big 
Green Fund. 

The idea has been 
shortlisted for funding, 
and residents are being 
asked to vote for the project, 
called the Wetlands to 
Wetlands Greenway. 

If successful, the scheme 
will allow cyclists and 
walkers to avoid the heavy 
traffic of Seven Sisters Road 
and connect with several 
other quiet routes, including 
links into central London 
and the Olympic Park. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, said: 

“As well as connecting 
the new wetlands 
reserves in Hackney and 
Walthamstow, the route 
will also help unite the 
communities living either 
side of the Lea Valley. 

“It will provide families 
and children living in some 
of the most deprived, 
high-density urban areas 
in London with access to 
nature and green space, at 
the same time improving 
their health and wellbeing. 

“We hope that this project 
will inspire the communities 


of Hackney and Waltham 
Forest to get active outdoors 
whilst they experience the 
natural world.” 

If given the thumbs- 
up, the route would be 
completed next March and 
take in Manor House tube, 
Woodberry Down Estate, 
Woodberry Wetlands, 
Stamford Hill, Clapton 
Common, Springfield 
Park, River Lee Navigation 
towpath, Walthamstow 
Marshes and Wetlands, 
and Walthamstow. 

The Greenway is one 
of seven projects in the 
running for a slice of the 
Mayor’s £900,000 fund for 
investment in environmental 
improvements for London.

Sofia Valiente’s Miracle Village

SOFIA Valiente’s photography exhibition, 
Miracle Village, leaves you with a plethora of 
uncomfortable questions, largely concerning 
the ‘miracle’ of its title. 

Most obviously, it refers to the rural 
community in Palm Beach, Florida, that goes 
by the same name and where over 1 00 
sex offenders have settled. But does it also 
reference the miracle of such universally 
reviled offenders finding a community in 
which they can be accepted? 

Might it even question whether the 
exhibition can perform the ultimate miracle: 
moving its audience in Hoxton’s Daniel Blau 
gallery to extend anything like acceptance 
to them too? Valiente herself lives just an 
hour away from Miracle Village and, after 
stumbling across it while taking photos, 


earned the trust of those who live there. 

Her exhibition, the result of that work, 
documents the range of crimes that fall 
under the category of sex offence - from 
men who accessed child pornography 
to others who had consensual teenage 
relationships, the subjects are of different 
ages, from various ethnic backgrounds but, 
having served their time, they are all coming 
to terms with living in the outside world with 
a ‘sex offender’ label. 

Since Florida law obliges offenders to live 
a minimum distance of at least 1 ,000 feet 
from any place where children congregate, 
many of them struggle to find a place to live 
and to re-establish themselves in society.

State school pupils inspired 
to work in law and banking 

THE City of London is attempting to challenge the ‘Old 
Boy’s Network’ by creating a new state school alumni 
group aimed at attracting pupils from Hackney into careers 
in the Square Mile. 

Future First’s ‘Inspiring City Role Models’ programme, 
funded by City of London Corporation, aims to create a 
network of 1 ,500 City employees who went to a state 
secondary school around the Square Mile’s fringes. 

They will visit former schools, run workshops and talk to 
students about careers including law and banking. 

Alex Shapland-Howes, Managing Director of Future 
First, said: “More than 39 per cent of state school students 
don’t know anyone in a job they’d like to do. If they see that 
someone who went to the same school, grew up in the 
same community, has achieved a fulfilling and satisfying

An insight into world of design 

A PROGRAMME to familiarise young people with the 
design and advertising industries is set to be launched. 

The scheme, run by the Council and education foundation 
D&AD, is aimed at 1 4 to 1 8-year-olds and will challenge 
students to use their creativity and tackle actual industry- 
driven briefs. ‘NowCreate: Hackney’ marks the first time 
D&AD, in co-operation with media company BBH, has 
worked with pupils in secondary education. 

Paul Drake, director of D&AD, said: “It can be difficult for 
students with great ideas or creative talent to identify how 
they might channel this into a career.” 

The teenagers will be asked to use their knowledge of the 
area to design a product that challenges ‘social isolation’ 
within the borough. 

Held at the Shoreditch offices of UsTwo digital design 
agency, students will meet a range of people from creative 
roles who will talk about the industry. 

The students will also have the opportunity to observe a 
‘client briefing’ from the Council and take part in different

A new project 

aiming to change 
the way that 
vulnerable young 
mothers access support 
services has been launched 
in five locations across 
Hackney. 

The ‘Bonding with Baby’ 
programme, developed by 
three Hackney charities, 
will identify new mums 
who struggle to engage 
with conventional health 
and support services, 
providing them with drop- 
in sessions, once a week 
during term time. 

The groups will be small

Volunteers wanted to support 
people with mental ill-health 

COULD you help give a boost to someone with mental 
ill-health? East London NHS Foundation Trust is currently 
recruiting a new group of peer support workers. 

Paired with someone on an in-patient ward, or in the 
community, their job is to support that person’s recovery. 
Volunteers should have used mental health services 
themselves in the past and understand the challenges of 
overcoming mental health problems. 

Susan Henry, service co-ordinator, said: “It is essential 
that peer support workers have direct experience of 
both mental ill-health and personal recovery. They also 
need excellent communication and interpersonal skills, a 
willingness to safely share lived experience and an ability to 
work independently as well as part of a team.” 

Each relationship is unique, but a support worker would 
typically speak to their peer every few days by telephone, 
meeting once a week for things as simple as a coffee and a 
chat, or to accompany them to an appointment. 

Interviews will be held in February. Volunteers will receive 
training one day per week for eight weeks, to develop the 
skills required to encourage peers to talk through problems, 
explore their options and move forward in their recovery.

From crop land to a city farm

T he recent 30th 
birthday of 
Hackney City Farm 
is celebrated in an 
exciting new exhibition, 
supported by the Arts 
Council, that’s just opened 
at Hackney Museum. 

It charts the farm’s 
colourful history from early 
days in a derelict yard, 
to today’s much-loved 
community enterprise. 

It’s been created using 
input from supporters and 
volunteers, reflecting the 
farm’s status as a resource 
founded and supported by 
local people. 

The farm was established 
in 1984 with the aim 
of offering a way of 
experiencing countryside 
activities in an urban 
environment, and it has 
since become one of 
the main attractions in 


Haggerston Park. 

When the farm team first 
took over the location, it 
was derelict and had been 
used as a lorry park for 
many years. But underneath 
was a pavement of stone 
setts, left from when 
the West family’s Three 
Crowns Brewery occupied 
the site between 1 822 
and 1929, perfect for a 
farmyard. 

The narrow streets of 
Goldsmith’s Row, Boston 
Street, Essex Place and 
Tuilerie Street sprouted off 
Hackney Road in the later 
part of the 19th century and 
were home to all sorts of 
small industries, including 
West’s company. 

When many of the 
streets were demolished 
after bomb damage in the 
Second World War, some 
of the brewery buildings 
survived and were reused as 
industrial workshops. 

Today these have gained 


yet another lease of life as 
part of the farm, alongside 
cutting-edge contemporary 
constructions such as the 
eco-friendly straw bale 
building, largely 
constructed 
by volunteers. 

Small business 
enterprise 
continues on 
site with 
the award- 
winning 
Frizzante cafe. 

But before 
the local 
industries and 
the brewery, 
before the 
old streets were built, 
the area where Haggerston 
Park now lies was originally 
open land. It consisted of 
a group of small villages 
connected by tracks and 
roads across farmland and 
market gardens that raised 
animals and grew crops 
to feed the residents of the 


City. Today, of course, 
the animals are kept for 
educational purposes, but 
fruit and vegetables are 
still produced with apples, 
pears and plums grown in 
the orchard, 
and 

vegetables 
and herbs in 
the garden. 
Some of 
these can be 
bought at the 
shop, as can 
homemade 
honey from its 
bee hives, and 
chicken and 
duck eggs. 

The 1745 
Chassereau map of 
Shoreditch shows a group 
of unnamed buildings 
where the farm now 
stands. These seem to 
have been associated with 
the old medieval manor 
of Hickmans which was 
bought by Richard Nicholls 


in June 1720. 

The sale deed mentions 
‘the capital messuage with 
outhouses, yards, gardens, 
orchards, etc, enclosed 
with a brick wall’ which 
appears to describe the plot 
on Chassereau’s map. So 
it seems the farm and its 
activities differ little from 
what was happening in the 
same location nearly 300 
years ago. 

Haggerston was the last 
part of Shoreditch to be 
developed and, a century 
after Richard Nicholls had 
purchased more than 59 
acres of agricultural land, 
much of it had been built 
over. The ground itself was 
used for making bricks and 
tiles, the latter giving its 
name to Tuilerie Street, 
the French word for tile 
making workshops, where 
the last tile kiln survived 
until the 1970s. 

By 1814, the area, with 
its large population of brick 


makers, was ‘proverbial 
for depravity’, and further 
industrial development 
was brought by the cutting 
of the Regent’s Canal and 
the Imperial Gas Company 
works in 1823. 

It would be more than a 
century before green space 
returned to Haggerston, 
when the park was laid out 
in the 1950s on the site of 
the old gas works and some 
of the former streets. The 
great success of Hackney 
City Farm has truly brought 
the location full circle by 
returning to the agricultural 
activities that once thrived 
in the very same spot.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

Ingredients 

•4 (8 grams) gold strength gelatine 
leaves 

•750 ml double cream 

•300 ml caster sugar 

• 1 vanilla pod halved and scalped 

•30g pistachio paste 

• 1 cinnamon stick 

•2 cups of milk 

Method 

• Soak gelatine in iced water until soft 

• In a saucepan, combine the cream, 
and sugar with the vanilla pod (with 
seeds) and pistachio paste, then bring 
to simmer 

• Squeeze excess water from sheets 
and stir into the mixture over a low 
heat 


• After the gelatine has melted, remove from the 
heat and leave to rest for 1 0 mins and then put into 
individual container/moulds 

• Refrigerate for four hours or overnight 

• Place mould in hot water then turn the mould 
upside down and gently ease the panna cotta out 

• Enjoy with fresh strawberries and/or forest fruits.
